' elcome to House of Madison, a 
new retail experience unlike any 
other. Step inside, have a drink and 
engage in a conversation with the 
hosts about what they love about 
their “home”. Everything is set out to look like a real 
apartment, so you feel complefely at ease. There 
is a library, fully functional wet and dry kitchens, 
a dining area and a walk-in closet. Within the 
space, you find designer accessories and furniture 
pieces from brands bulfhaup and Rimadesio. The 
former is a series of kifchen systems and concepts, 
while the latter features a modern line of sleek 
doorways, room dividers, cabinefry and walk-in 
closets, all of which are made primarily from glass 
and aluminium. 

The retail showroom is by Hong Kong-based 
The Madison Group, a global company representing 
a range of premium lifestyle brands. Their Singapore 
showroom first opened back in 2005, then retailing 
only German label bulthaup. They’ve decided to 
relaunch the space in October this year to coincide 
with the introduction of Rimadesio, fhe first Italian 


brand in the group’s portfolio. 

Like the House of Madison’s flagship store 
in Hong Kong, the new Singapore showroom 
encompasses a “retail playground” concept. So 
it’s not just the setting that they’re selling, it’s 
also about the entire experience. On the concept 
choice, Michelle Park, General 
Manager of The Madison Group’s 
Singapore division, says, “As the 
home is such a personal space 
and our brands have such a high 
level of customisation, we knew 
we had to break through the 
confines of a traditional showroom 
and elevate it to a more engaging 
and inspiring space.”

K ing Living iooks iike any other furniture 
showroom. There are the requisite ioft 
windows, warm ambient iighting and 
pockets of spaces set up to iook iike a 
home setting. Save for a striking spirai 
staircase near the entrance, the store doesn’t 
stand out very much. But it doesn’t need to. 
Because what impresses, are its sofas. 

The Austraiian furniture brand refers to their 
sofas as “Lego bricks”, and we can see why. 
Most of their pieces are moduiar and can be 


configured in many ways. 

For King Living, a sofa isn’t 
just a sofa. It’s aiso a daybed, 
a guest bed, a storage 
space, a seat to faciiitate 
conversations, or a media 
iounge chair. (Their Deita 
Metro sofa can be configured

WHAT MATERIALS DO YOU USE? I m known for 
utilising unusual materials not normally associated 
with passementerie such as horsehair, leather, 
wool, metal and wood, but I also use traditional 
yarns like cotton and linen. I like to mix materials 
together, so I might use silk with straw or cotton 
with polyurethane. 

WHERE DO YOU GET YOUR INSPIRATION 
FROM? Exhibitions, museums, films, books, and 
music are things that Inspire me. I think that 
Inspiration comes from an emotional or physical 
connection to something. It can be an entire movie 
or a tiny detail from an artwork that triggers an 
Idea. 1 also like to mix up references In my work 
as I don’t like to be too literal. It Is then that you 
produce something more unique. 


WHAT WAS THE LAST THING YOU MADE? 

It was an Installation 1 created for Dulux for their 
Colour Futures 16 exhibition at Tent London as 
part of the London Design Festival. My brief was 
to Interpret one of their 2016 trend stories. My 
trend was “Dark and Light”, so I made a giant 
layered dip-dyed tassel with a top made from 500 
hand-cut, hand-painted wooden strips with all the 
colours gradating from dark to light. 

GIVE US A DECORATING TIP! Don t be scared of 
using bold colours and patterns at home. A large, 
colourful trim going down a plain wall would look 
really dramatic. Or you can paint or wallpaper your 
walls only halfway, and leave the rest bare.

When it comes to selecting what 
material to use for your kitchen 
countertop, it pays to choose wiseiy

here are plenty of choices out there when it comes to 
kitchen countertop material. But never select a material 
based on its looks alone (tempting as that may bel), unless 
your cooking zone isn’t really space for cooking and is 
purely ornamental. If your kitchen happens to be one of 
the most hardworking spaces at home, it’s important to choose a 
worktop material that is durable and easy to maintain. Always do 
your research about the pros and cons of each, and determine for 
yourself which would best fit your needs and budget. To help you get 
started, here’s a closer look at several popular options. 





Avoid using 
cleaning agents 
containing acid, 
alkali or sodium 
hypochlorite, as 
they may corrode, 
discolour or ruin 
your laminate 
surface. 


LAMINATES 

Laminates are a great choice for the budget 
conscious. If you love the luxurious look of 
marble, granite or wood but don’t wish to 
splurge, go for laminates which come in a 
wide array of choices including designs that 
mimic these natural materials. Laminates 
are also water- and scratch-resistant and 
very easy to maintain. Most stains can be 
cleaned with warm water and a non- 
abrasive cloth, while more stubborn stains 
can be removed with some thinner.

D E KTO N 

This is a reiativeiy brand new materiai in the market, and 
is marketed by surface manufacturer Cosentino as an 
uitracompact surface.

TILES 

You see them more as backspiashes, 
but they can aiso function as 
a worktop materiai - that is, if 
constantiy cieaning grout stains 
isn’t a big deai for you. They aiso 
present an uneven surface, so they 
might not work too weii as a main 
prep station. But the great thing 
about tiies in the kitchen is that they 
are durabie and exceptionaiiy heat- 
and moisture-resistant. A chipped 
or cracked tiie can aiso be easiiy 
repiaced. Choose iarger format ones 
for fewer grout iines. 



NATURAL STONE 

A countertop made from naturai stone 
iike granite or marbie screams fancy. 
The main snag of course, is the price. 
But if you can come to terms with how 
expensive it is, a countertop in naturai 
stone iooks exceptionaiiy eiegant 
and sophisticated. Because they are 
naturai, each siab can appear vastiy 
different. But that’s not a bad thing, 
since it means you’re getting a design 
that’s uniqueiy yours! Not aii stones are 
created equai however. Whiie granite is 
a good choice for a kitchen countertop 
because it’s a very hardy materiai, 
marbie is porous and is easiiy stained 
and scratched. 
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CONCRETE 


An industrial style kitchen is never complete 
without a concrete kitchen countertop. If 
you’re handy enough, you can actually 
do it up yourself using products like 
Quikrete, but always do your research 
and engage a professional if you 
don’t feel too confident. Concrete 
surfaces can crack under extreme 
temperature changes and is 
somewhat porous. So they tend to 
require regular sealing and waxing to 
keep it looking its best, which means 
it’s actually a pretty high-maintenance 
material. But the upside is a spiffy looking 
countertop that is the envy of all your guests!

WOOD Nothing beats the warmth and feel of real 
wood. A butcher block surface works well in a modern 
kitchen, while reclaimed wood is great for more rustic 
settings. And they are a fantastic choice for a prep 
station. However, wood is a porous material that can be 
easily damaged by spills, and it’s also highly susceptible 
to scratches, dents and burns. So they might not be 
the best choice for an entire worktop. Nevertheless, 
regular maintenance and oiling can ensure that your 
wood countertop would last for a while. Besides, the 
weathered look has its appeal too. 



SOLID SURFACE 

Solid surface is a non-porous, homogeneous material that is 
primarily made of acrylic or polyester resins. Their main selling 
point? A fluid, seamless kitchen. Some brands like Samsung’s 
Staron are flexible enough so you can mould them into any 
shape. It’s also relatively easy to maintain, although prone to 
scratches. Some of the darker hues and patterns can emulate the 
look of natural granite, but do note that darker solid surfaces also 
make scratches and marks more noticeable. 



STAINLESS STEEL 


You see them in commercial industrial kitchens, but stainless 
steel countertops are becoming popular in homes too. Stainless 
steel is great for a modern, minimalist kitchen if you don’t mind 
cleaning up fingerprints regularly. To prevent your kitchen from 
looking overly clinical, you can mix in warm woods. They don’t 
corrode, are impervious to bacteria and are water- and heat- 
resistant. But they are also susceptible to scratches and dents, 
so if you’re looking for a surface that can double as a cutting 
board, this is probably not for you.

There’s more to surface manufacturer Cosentino 
than meets the eye as we find out through a visit to 
their headquarters in Almeria, Spain

N October, were invited by 

Cosentino visit their industriai 
park in Aimeria, a part of Spain so 
obscure no one reaiiy knows where 
it is exactiy. 

We expiored the vast factories of Siiestone 
and Dekton, the two surface materiais produced 
under Cosentino.

of their first products and a response to the 
porosity of flooring materiais in the market then, 
the iatter is their newest surface innovation 
that comprises a range of characteristics that 
makes it possibie even for outdoor use. We 
visited the Micaei marbie quarry, where 3,000 
iitres of marbie are dug up per day for Scaiea, 
Cosentino’s contribution to the naturai stone 
surface industry. We aiso had a rare 
opportunity to meet Francisco Martinez- 
Cosentino Justo, President and CEO of 
Cosentino Group. Aiready more than 40 
years in the industry, and the 64-year- 
oid is stiii as passionate about surface 
materiais as when he first started out 
in 1979. 

There’s something about seeing 
things for yourseif that offers you 
another perspective. Our visit to 
Cosentino in Aimeria has certainiy 
given us a new understanding of the 
surface manufacturer.

He founded the company, alongside 
his brother Eduardo Martinez- 
Cosentino, in 1979. Siiestone, their 
first non-porous surface material, 
was produced in 1990. Since 
then, Cosentino has grown into an 
international company producing 
a range of surface brands. But 
the man behind all this doesn’t let 
this success get to his head. We 
sit down for a rare chat with this 
busy Spaniard. 

How has the idea of the kitchen 
changed since you started out 
in the 1970s? 

The kitchen has now become the 
centre of the home. In the past, 
kitchens were an area of the house 
which was more private. Siiestone 


didn’t exist back then. With Siiestone, 
we have brought design and colours 
into the kitchen. 

What are some variations in 
kitchen surface trends you see 
across the regions? 

In South America, there is a trend 
towards bright colours. In northern 
Europe, there is a preference 
towards greys and blacks. Europe 
is inclined towards solid colours 
in general. In Asia, there is a great 
variation; some parts favour bright 
hues, while others like more modern 
colours as in northern Europe. Even 
with the different tastes across the 
regions, white is always very much 
in demand. 

Cosentino’s development is tied 


very closely with the province 
of Almeria in Spain. Tell us 
more about that. 

We are the biggest industrial 
enterprise in Almeria and therefore 
the biggest employer in the province. 
We are very proud of keeping all our 
Siiestone and Dekton production 
here. My wish is to give back to 
this community part of our success, 
which is also Almeria’s success. 

What are some challenges you’re 
facing as a company right now? 

We are always trying to find 
something new, something different. 
We’re trying to get out the polished 
surfaces from Dekton. We’re also 
pushing forward new colours for it. 
There is a demand now for slabs 
that are 3cm in thickness, which the 
market has yet to provide, so we’re 
looking to get into that too. 

You are always so busy! How do

I spend a lot of time at work 
and I travel very often. In my 
free time, I enjoy being with my 
family; particularly now with my 
grandchildren!

Designed as a gallery wall cum storage 
space cum recessed seating, the feature 
wall is an all-encompassing solution that 
meets the homeowners’ brief of having ample 
storage while keeping fhe interior clutter-free. 
At the same time, two panels are lined with 
artificial plants to create a vertical garden. 

Carmen explains that the panelled wall 
stemmed from the fact that Huanmin and 
Jiayin collect a lot of posters and mementos 
from their travels that they wanted to display. 
“The best way to provide the necessary 
space is to use the wall space,” the interior 
designer says.

and display niches for the couple to store things 
and show off their art and artefact collection. 

Part of the built-in cabinet also houses the 
entertainment system, which can be hidden 
away when needed. The bottom-most section is 
fitted over with slatted panels to hide electrical 
outlets and entertainment accoutrements. It 
is a storage cabinet that perfectly aligns with 
the homeowners’ requirements as they can 
show off their prized possessions while keeping 
clutter at bay. 

Says Huanmin, “Our home is exactly what 
we envisioned because Carmen understood what 
we wanted. The panels help to compartmentalise 


the house so that it feels less cluttered. At the 
same time, pulling out different panels lets us 
use the space differently.” 

Another area that has been custom-built for 
Huanmin and Jiayin is the recessed seating area 
in the dining zone. Because the home came with 
an open-plan layout, the house-shape recess 
works as an anchor in the eating area. It is a 
smart move too as the recess adds two to three 
additional seats, which further opens up the 
dining and cooking zone. 

The living area adjacent to this space is 
fitted with a raised platform that contains even 
more storage solutions. Fitted with pullout

othing says a perfect home like one 
that you designed yourself. It may 
be a far-fetched dream for many, 
but for homeowner James Koh, 
it was the reality. “Why engage a 
designer, when I could stamp my mark on my 
own home?” says the 40-something bachelor. 
His day job is to hunt for talents in the media 
sector, but James also runs an interior design 
firm on the side. His foray into interior design 
has an interesting back story: it actually 
stemmed from a conversation with a former 
editor of SquareRooms, Deborah Jane Goon. 


“One of my earlier homes was featured in 
SquareRooms, and Deborah, who was editor 
at the time, told me I had a good eye. That 
started the ball rolling, and I began designing 
homes for my friends, which eventually led to 
my own business.” 

His current apartment is not the first home 
he designed for himself. His previous flat was 
furnished in an industrial theme, brimming 
with unfinished surfaces and dark, edgy 
finishes and decor. As such, he decided to 
move away from that in this home to embrace 
a more eclectic style and a colourful palette.

James based his colour scheme on 
the Peranakan-inspired tiles he chose 
tor his flooring. The communal zones 
see a spectrum of blues accented 
with blacks, with the occasional pop of 
yellow, An open-plan layout allows the 
interior to appear larger and to invite 
more light to flood into the different 
nooks in the home. 


James also wanted to pay tribute to his 
Peranakan roots, which saw him going for 
Peranakan-inspired tiles in the communal 
spaces. The geometric tiles became his main 
design inspiration for the rest of his home; the 
colour scheme, for instance, was lifted out from 
the hues seen on the tiles. 

Despite the intricate motifs, the home 
doesn’t feel overly busy, which is a feat in itself 
as the apartment is also fully furnished with 
artworks and sculptures that James sourced 
from his travels around the world. Instead, 
everything comes together nicely thanks to 
the harmonising colour scheme. There are few 
built-ins in the apartment - James feels that too 
many built-ins would make the home feel like 
a showroom - save for the walk-in wardrobe, 
kitchen cabinets and counter, bookshelves 
and a series of low-lying cabinets below the 
window. Most of the pieces are standalone, 
purchased from shops such as Dream, XTRA 
and Pomelo, which provide greater flexibility 
and allow him to move things around whenever 
he wants - particularly useful, since he 
entertains occasionally.

A lot of work was done to create a place 
that James could feel right at home In. A fan 
of big and open spaces, James knocked down 
a lof of walls to create an open-plan layout 
between the communal zones. The study Is 
kept distinct with a sliding door, but It was 
constructed out of glass to Instil a sense of 
openness seen In fhe rest of fhe apartment. 
Natural light filters between the spaces and air 
Is allowed to flow freely throughout the home, 
so the place feels particularly bright and airy.

A S the antithesis to a iuxurious- 
modern design scheme, spiashy 
coiours rareiy appear aiongside a 
more sophisticated paiette of biack, 
white and goid.

A pristine homogeneous floor gives off an 
unsullied appearance that is reinforced by the 
ceiling with its ivory-white paint scheme. Velvet 
brown curtains separate the living space from the 
balcony while blending well into the surrounding 
decor. The inclusion of a grey-and-white sofa set 
also helps in underpinning a subtly elegant theme. 

On the other hand, the nearby dining 
area places a greater emphasis on the use of 
sophisticated-looking materials. Occupying 
much of the central space is a glossy black table 


which blends well with the general look of the 
adjacent living room. Positioned directly above, 
spherical ceiling lamps complement the posh 
image with their distinctive silver-chrome finish. 
Lastly, a set of custom-made triangular mirrors 
and gold-flecked walls complete the impression 
of opulence. 

“One particular challenge, however, was the 
curved angle of the dining area’s walls,” says 
Raymond Seow, who was primarily responsible 
for the renovation works. “We had to install a 
made-to-order sofa to provide sufficient seating 
for the client’s family and to ensure that it fit into 
the overall arc of the area.” 

Like the central living area, the master 
bedroom exudes luxury with its hotel-like 
ambiance and easy-on-the-eye fittings.

The room’s generous king-sized bed iends a 
reassuring feel to the room’s atmosphere with 
its satin backing and soft cerulean sheets. 
Meanwhile, the midnight blue ceiling forms an 
earthly contrast when juxtaposed against the 
parquet flooring. 

Taking up much of the bedroom’s wall space 
is an array of windows which offers a panoramic 
view of the vicinity. However, one downside 
of this layout is the inability to install wall- 
mounted storage options, such as wardrobes 
and cabinets. Fortunately, this problem was 
circumvented through the installation of table 
surfaces which can double as a dresser and 
storage space. 

Due to their similar layout, comparable 
fittings can also be found in the children’s 
bedroom with a table cum drawer mounted at 
the base of the room’s windows. Nonetheless, 


accessories notwithstanding, the similarities 
between both living quarters end here. This is 
due to the marked difference in design style as 
the children’s bedroom features a comparably 
brighter appearance. Vivid colours are the focus 
here, with blue, orange and yellow being used 
heavily for the fabric-lined bay window seats 
and bed backing. 

A similar colour concept was chosen for 
the nursing room, albeit with a greater focus 
on baby pink and white as the main hues. The 
nursing room also features a number of custom 
furnishings. For instance, the window bed has 
cabinets installed below for easy storage and 
access to baby supplies. Meanwhile, fence-like 
veneers mounted on the walls lend the room a 
serene, pastoral aspect. And finally, the cheery 
ambiance is made complete with the inclusion 
of a celestial-themed ceiling lamp.

Incorporating the right colours in the home can be auspicious 
for your future prospects. Sean Lui, the Principal Consultant 
of 6 Charms Singapore shares some advice on using colours 
to create good vibes in your living space. 


Balancing act 

Feng shui is about balancing the energy at 
home, so if your house is too dark, using bright 
colours can balance the flow of energy. Sean 
recommends applying off-white tones that are 
barely white with a combination of blue, light 
green, orange or red in the living room. On the 
other hand, if your home has too much natural 
daylight streaming in or if it faces a building 
with reflective surfaces, you should tone it 
down with off-white colour schemes with 
brown or grey tones, and complement it with 
a touch of warm blue tones or maroon. 

Hues to use 

While there are no hard and fast rules when it 
comes to using colours to increase your feng 
shui “rating" at home, Sean advises that there 


are certain colours homeowners can use in 
different areas of the home. 

He recommends using warm colours 
with a touch of brown in the bedroom to 
promote good sleep. In the living room, 
off-white tones with a touch of green 
represent positive energy. A mix of green, 
blue and red in the kitchen promotes wealth 
energy for the household as it represents a 
good combination of wood, water and fire 
elements respectively, while in the dining 
room using green tones promotes prosperity 
and positive communication. In the home 
office or study, Sean says that a metallic 
touch of gold or silver paint set against a 
brown toned background helps to promote 
career growth and breakthrough. 


One’s true colours 

If you would like to go further with using 
colours to usher in positive energy into 
the home, Sean says that you can apply 
different colour tones for individual family 
members based on their birth chart (bazhi). 
“Favourable colours, even for the young 
occupants of the home, can be determined 
by studying their birth chart and identifying 
the colours that inspire their intelligence and 
promote good health," he adds, “While this 
may take a bit more effort, customising the 
colour tones for each individual can reap 
great rewards in the long run." 

However, there is one general rule that 
Sean says homeowners should apply at 
home. “In feng shui, we try to avoid using 
black as it promotes too much yin energy," he 
advises, “If you are keen to play around with 
dark colours at home for design purposes. 

I’d propose using grey tones as it is easier 
to manage by blending it with the rest of the 
colours of the home while not affecting the 
feng shui ‘rating’."

very often, we flipped the kitchen, which was 
located at the back, to the front. We also took 
most of the boundary walls down to create a 
bigger space for gatherings.”

ntering the home of Mak and 
Dionne, one immediately notices 

how spacious the place is. It’s 

a good thing too, since the 

homeowners seem to have a lot to 

put in. Separate zones were created in the 
main communal area, each serving a different 
purpose and aesthetic. There is a main 
gathering space where the couple unwinds, 
a casual breakfast bar, a formal dining area 
and a study cum hobby zone. The bedrooms 
are located in the inner section of the home 
along a narrow corridor, so there is a clear 
demarcation between the communal and 
private zones. 

The spaciousness of the unit is partly 
attributed to the open-plan layout. One of 
the potential pitfalls of an open concept is 
that everything can be seen more clearly, 
so furnishings and fixtures have to be 
tastefully arranged in order to make sure 
the home wouldn’t look like a complete 
mess. Thankfully, Mak is organised by 
nature so the home maintains a semblance 
of order.

The young coupie had chanced upon 
designer Wayne Ching of Fuse Concept after 
searching for interior designers oniine. It’s a 
rare occasion to find someone who understands 
you weii, and a iot iess common to find an 
interior designer who recognises your needs 
and intuitiveiy understands what you want. But 
to Mak and Dionne, Wayne was a iucky find 
because the designer was not oniy sensitive 
to their needs and budget concerns, he was 
aiso proficient in terms of handiing unforeseen 
probiems that arose during the renovation. 


Mak and Dionne were ciear about what 
they wanted, which made the design process 
a iot easier, aithough they ieft it to Wayne 
to decide on the specifics. One thing they 
requested for was a flooring sef in a ciassic 
herringbone pattern. The designer did it up 
for them using tiies made to iook iike naturai 
wood, it deviates from fhe convenfionai iinear 
design and makes for an arresting focai point 
for fhe cavernous communai space. 

One of the other striking designs in this 
area is the isiand counter, constructed to be 
distinct from the more formai dining space 
next to it. It is set in an unusuai shape, made 
deiiberateiy kinked to paraiiei the herringbone 
patterned fiooring.
